THE NOTT.AW.AY INDIANS. 

The only remains in the state of Virginia, 
of the formidable tribes which once composed 
the Powhatan confederacy, are the Pamun- 
keys and Nottoways'with a few Mottoponies. 

The Nottoway Indians in number about, 
twenty-seven, including men, women and 
children, oocupy a tract of seven thousand 
acres.of excelent land upon the west side 
Ottoway river, two miles from Jerusa- 
lem, in the connty of Southampton. 

The principal character among them is a 
woman, who is styled their Quecn. Her 
name is Edie Turner. 
years of age, and extremely intelligent, for 
although illiterate, she converses and com- 
municates her ideas with greater facility 
and perspicuity than women among the 
lower orders in society. She has a comfurt- 
able cottage well furnished, several horses 
and cows, and keeps her portion of the set- 
tlement in a good state of cultivation. 

The ancient Nottaway or Powhatan lan- 
guage is only known to the qucen and two 
other_old Indians. This language is eyi- 
dently of Celtic origin; and appears equally 
harmonious and expressive as either the 
elsh. It bas two genders, 
masculine and feminine; three degrees of - 
comparison, and two articles ; bat the verbs 
are extremely irregular.
